MISSIONS AND MISSIONARIES. 

“The recent-litde affair in Chins, which 
was-settled in otie way by what may be 
called the gunboat of Christianity, and in 
another- bythe good sense and justice of 
Lord Vlarendon, suggests some reflections 
on missions and missionaries gencrally aud 
their mode of work... What kind of aucce’s 
do they really achieve? why do they fail 
with ono race and not with another ? which 
is in fact. their best huuting-ground for 
converts? and. what is the secret of victor. 
or loss in. these matters? The success o| 
which “Roman Catholic missionaries buast, 
adinitting it to. ba true, has been agcribed 
to several causes. ‘They aro single men 
actiug under very strict discipline, so that 
naturally their’ ogst of living is amall, ‘aud 
a little money gors a long-way. Moreover, 


present the amount of even nominal con- 
version. Of Jeweasea this average would 
be too high, since oddly enough they<ap-. 
to be more intractable than the men. 
Rome one who had taken the trouble to 
reckon up the income and balance it against 
the results cane to the conclusion that ib 
cost over £90 to convert an octogenarian 
Jewess, who was also atone deaf; but of a

A 
Rabbi, also, fond of controversy, was well 
read in infidel books, “from which he had 
extracted much poison and all kinda of 
argumenta, which he uses against Clris- | 
tianity.” Another “appeared to us to he 
thirsting after truth.” A shepkeeper waa’ 
‘“go baflled and perplexed, but not beaten, 
that he struck bis head and beard in great 
agitation, and declared he would never give 
up the Talmud, whether our arguments ~ 
were right or wrong.” . One Jaw who 
was preached to immediately pretended’ 
to be. deaf;’ but. then, it is added, 
“years ago he would not listen at all.” 
Probably the poor man had in the intenm 
become too infirm to escape. They take the 
tracta, and are-often. willing to converse or 
argue, but that ssems very nearly to ex- 
hauat the evidence in favour of the society. . 
OF one it is remarked, “T cannot just say 
that he belonged ta that highly interestin; 
class, the seoret believers.” As we search 
in vain for further. mention of the class 
which comprises these objects of interest, we 
fear that even “‘ seoret believers”. are 
something more than rare, The wife of a 
Jew who had attentively listened. to con- 
versativus on Christianity “had evidently * 
grown in. knowledge, 1 wish could add 
also in grace, but that was not the case,” 
observes the aggrieved missionary. Ac: 
counts of-arguments and discussions mostly 
end thus:. ‘I met this objection bj 
Scripture and then we separated.” ‘We 
wero ‘interrupted, and the ‘digcussion 
del.”

EDUCATIONAL FUNDS IN 
ENGLAND, ; 

A parliamentary return gives the amount ¢ 
expended, during the ten years betwoon 
1859 and. 1868, both inclusive, out-of the’ 
inoneys voted. by Parliament for national 
education in Enyland and Wales, . It then 
exhibits in detail under the heads “sub- 
scriptions,” ‘school ponce,” and “other. 
sources” the sums of money raised locally 
to meet the yrants from the Central Educa- 
tion Department in Downing-street, | Dur- ' 
ing the ten years tu which we.have referred 
the department vuted £4,070,135. To mot 
this umount no-less a sum than £8,991,405 
was raise locally, £4,554,333. being sub- 
sori tions, £3,241,327 being ‘school pence” 
and. £1,195,764 the’ coutributions from 
£8,241,327 being ‘‘achocl pence,” and 
£1,105,745 the ‘o tributions from ‘other 
sources.” But in almost every journal in 
which these figures have beea quoted the 
above-riamed aum £8,991,505 has been 
représented as the whole and sole. amount 
locally ‘raised tliroughout: England and 
Wales for the purpose of national education 
in ten years. [tis difficult to understand 
how people conld fall into auch an obvious _ 
error, inasmuch as before this very return ~ 


-*ppeared another parliamentary paper 


moved for by the Duke of Marlborough 
and relating to Church of England schools 
for the poor along’ had boon issued. This 
paper shows that iu. Eugland. and Wales,* 
while 4,690 Church of England schools are 
annually aided. by the State, there are as 
many 8 6,571 national or parish schoola 
not 80 aided, but supported’ by contribu- 
tious, school pence, and occasionally ‘by - 
endowments, but all, of course,. raised 
locally, and not met by. one farthing of .~ 
State money. Such arethe relative pro- 
portions of State aided and unaided schools 
for the Cuurch of England alone, But we~ 
have. to take into account ail the nioney> 
raized locally .and independently. of the 
State grants by Roman Catholics, Wesloy- 
ans, the Congregational body, the Bap- 
tists, and various other religious devon 
tions, to say nothing of the moneys raised 
from British and ‘ ragged” schools and 
schoo!s peculiarly philanthropic in charac. 
tor, ‘auch ‘us the schools at Pinner belong- 
ing to the Commercial Travellers. Instead 
of representing £8,901,405 as the whole 
anm raised in ten years for education in-

MISSLONS AND MISSIONARIES, 
‘The recent little affair in China, which 
| was settled ju one way by what maybe 
called the gunboat of Christianity, and in 
another by the good sense and justice of 
Lord Ularendon, suggests some reflections 
on missions aud iissionarics generally and 
their mode of work, . What kiud of'success 
do they really achieve? why do they. fail 
with one race anud:not with another? which 
is in fact their best hunting-ground for 
converts? and what is the secret of victory 
_or loss in these matters? The. success of 
which Roman Catholia missionaries buast, 
admitting it to be true, has been ascribed 
to several- causes, They are single men 
acting under very strict discipline; ‘so that 
naturally their cost of living is small, aud 
a little money gues a long way. -Morevver, 
they are.too well trained to subordination 
to. venture on such curious and irrational 
freaks as. are occasionally. performed. by 
Protestant wissionaries. ‘They are ac- 
cused of being mory unxious to. baptize 
the foreheads thau to cunvinve the under- 
standings’ of their. converts, and of show- 
ing undue indulgence. to, the remnants 
of heathen faith “aud ceremonies which 
livyer iu “the:minds’ aud crop out in the 
customs of many nowinal .proselytes. Nu 
doubt English Protestant’ missions and 
missivnaries ate expeusive to the sovieties 
‘which support them: owing to their par- 
tiality fur the compauy ‘of their.wives and 
their irrepressible tendency to large fami- 
lies ; they are also occasionally expensive 
to the couutry, 98 we know to our cost ; 
‘and they are sometimes viewed with dis- 
trust by natives, as being supposed, by the 
operation of an unexplained but’ inflexible 
law, to be the harbinger of the traders and 
soldiers whose ‘coming the unfortunate 
pagaus generally find reason sooner or later 
to lament... Comparatively fow of thoi 
are very learned men, if ‘wo may "judge 
by the specimens frequently exhibited at 
Exeter Hall, ior do they. receive that rigid 
scientilic training. which the Church of 
Rouie commonly insists on, 

|. dt is perhaps for this reason. that of all 
the dear ‘heathen. who ‘are exposed to our 
zeal for conversion, our woully-headed 
brother, the negro, it is who capitulates the 
most readily. ‘I'he “Maoris have indeed 
adopted Caristienity, but in practica they 


argue, but that seems very nearly. to ex- 
haust the evidence in favour of the society. 
Of one it is remarked, ‘I cannot just say 
that ha belonged tn that highly interestin 
class, the seoret believers.”
